E d it o r ICv k x ix l j Ne w s : The city 
of Benton Harbor is entitled to have 
the best; not only should its odicers be 
persons of good qualifications 
but 
should have the confidence of tlie peo­ 
ple. 


The office of justice of the peace is 
one of the most im portant in the cit 
A justice of the peace not only shou 
have some knowledge of the law but 
should possess the faculty of being able 
to discriminate between what is anc 
what is not evidence; also be entirely 
fair and impartial and base his judg­ 
ment upon the law and proofs without 
any regard as to which party may b« 
best able to pay judgments and costs or 
from which he may most easily collect 
his fees. 


A justice of the peacei'should not per­ 
mit himself to conspire with jMilice of­ 
ficers who are paid salaries by the city 
or constables who may be zealous in 
their eiTorts to perform services anc 
create unnecessary costs to be chargec 
to the city, even under any agreement 
of the division of the charge or other 
wise. 


The duty evidently of a justice of the 
peace is to preserve the public peace 
and promote the general welfare; there 
should be no division of spoils, nocollu 
sion with the police to extract the pub 
lie money over and beyond their «al 
aries; no disposition to even up with 
parties who may be brought before him 
either for civil or criminal hearing. 


The justice of the peace next to be 
elected in the city of Benton Harbor, 
should be a man unyielding to all these 
temptations, and should have ever in 
mind a purpose to do right. 


Such a man is S, B. Kimball whose 
term as justice expires this isj>ring. He 
is safe and sound.

G. H erbert of W atervllet, the father of 
the local option niovemeiit in Uerrlen 
county. 


Mr. Herbert did not preuch here as 
a cundidttte but ilie ( ’onirre^aitlonallHiH 
were so captivated by liis ëcrmoiis that 
they are taikinji of trying to eniiaj^c 
him to sueceud Dr. lirooksj. 
Be.'îidesi 
preaehlnii j^^uod sserinons he npoke a 
good word for liiïj W utervliet congre­ 
gation. lÆîit year they raised $U7 for 
the American board of forei^rn miîi?iion?î 
and in all the henevolenci*s of hi» 
church for the year a«nounted to $:{00. 
Tiie coming year they were going to 
try atid make it $40o. 


In the morning Mr. H erbert preached 
from the text, “ Thy kingdom come.’* 
No one but a Chri«llan cun pray tluit 
prayer, he .said, and he painted the 
picture of human ï§elllshnes8 that must 
be obliterated fr<MU the liven of thoî^e 
who would in truth pray that prayer. 
The kingdom of heaven id coming up­ 
on the earth and the people of lienlon 
Harliur may 
■^ten its coming by help­ 
ing the battle lOr local option now 
waging. The npcakiM* dciclareti that 
local option would carry and from I Jer- 
rien cuunty the duetrine would npread 
until ii covered the entire «late. 


In the evening .Mr. Herlieri preached 
a sermon -to the* young. 
In ihe dis­ 
course he painted these two word pic­ 
tures: 


“ I have naid that theem(»ireof Satan 
htt.s been built up froni deception as llie 
fundamental primnple of uiî» action. 
You are young unU life is yet befwre 
you. The pii*ture in to be painleii and 
you are the artists. The snow wliite 
canvass is on the easel, the palleLie is 
in your hand, iiaftits and brushe«» are 
near you. 
You iuive the arlisiic in* 
btincL and must nuike your tnvri lives 
what they an? to be now and ftirever. 
W liat shall be llie picture when, after 
the last stroke on the canvass, from 
your nervele.ss hund» fall palleiti; and 
brush clattering to the Hour and your 
eyes close only to open for the eteriml 
vision of this*j|M*oduct of your »;enius’r 
Shall it be that with the last stroke 
you have linished a picture of fertile 
hills and llowery dales, of v*irdant for­ 
ests and golden harvest promí^e, of 
silver threaded streams of water gleam­ 
ing amidst the green and the gold, of 
superabounding life in every stroke, of 
the eastern «ky britrht and glorlou.^ 
with the dawning light of .-unblest 
dayV <Jh, wliat a master stroke of 
your God-insjiired genius! 
May you 
reall/.e all this. 


'•Or will you mar the canvass with a 
picture of despair? Shall the picture 
lie one of leatless trees, of parelied 
ground, of bills of barren clay, of 
streams of muddy water, of slimy pools, 
and (only life 
in 
sight) cree|)in^^ 
groveling, slimy serpents, while far in 
the west the sun sinks down behind the 
sullen, black and amrry cUmdsV The 
one picture may well be called Hope, 
the other is the picture-of Despair. You 
must paint your life picture and may 
make it what you will. W hat shall it 
be? 


In bis Sunday morning sermon at 
the Universalist cbureU Rev. George 
A. Sahlin said: 


•‘Be ye imitators of me, even as I 
also am of C hrist,” Is the advice Paul 
gives to the Christians. The problem 
of sin arises among them. Conscience 
troubles them as to the advisibility 
of partaking of meat once ottered to 
idols. 
In the m atter of eating even a 
broad distinction is raised between the 
idolator and the Cliristian. Some were 
for forbidding meat to the Christians. 
Paul writes them it is no sin to eat if 
tbe conscience does not accuse. 
Yet 
tne good of all was to be considered and 
the individual liberty merged into that 
of the common weal. The position 
I ’aul assumes is most dillicult of attain­ 
ment. 
As a solution of the Corintlii- 
ans’ problem he writes them to become 
his imitators, even as he is an imitatoi* 
of Clirist. The position of Paul then 
as regards the relation of the indivi­ 
dual towards sin was that men always 
raaintained an individual relation to- 


wards the problems of the day and the 
, laws of truth. The solution of trouble, 
was found in the indiviuual and not by j 
massing men into parties and then at­ 
tempting to gain a uarty or majority 
solution to ttioBo problems of life which 
after all atTectcd the Individual con­ 
science. 


The weakness of Paul’s advice was 
thatheshould ask anyone to copy his 
example 
admirable as 
It was. 
He 
amends the weakness of his position 
when he nmkes Christ the final example 
for Christians to cony. The strength 
of Paul's position was that he dared to 
be 
all 
things 
to 
all men. 
In 
other words. Paul was a manly man 
who saw the manly and the womanly 
spirit in every hunuin being of what­ 
ever religion or nation. This accounts 
for ills phenomenal success. His ideal 
was to“ idease all men in all things,’’and 
to “give no occasion of stumbling, 
either to .lewsor to Greeks, or to the 
cliurch of God.” In other words Paul 
became a tower of strength through 
minding his own business in a Cliris- 
tian manner. He did not attem pt to 
nm 
tl\e 
politics of the 
lands he 
traversed, 
but he 
did 
rouse men 
into 
the 
acceptance 
of 
a 
life 
of rigliteoasness. The nuidcrn Chris­ 
tian who is broad enougii to walk with 
theC 'altiolic, the ,lew, the orthodox and 
the self confessed sinner is too often 
CiHulemned. 
We legislate for the con­ 
duct c»f others when we are sadly in 
need of self Improvement. 
We seek to 
enforce our conscience upon others 
when wc break and disobey oui* own. 
By inscribing our ideals of righteous­ 
ness U|K)n the statute book through 
majorities we make new laws which in 
the nature of things are too soon to be 
set aside an»i brolien. 


( ‘hrlstianity emibles aman, or should 
without fear or favor, to «taod fearless­ 
ly and stjuaiHtly ftu* his <»wn convictions. 
Christianitv should also enable a man 
to respect conscience In those who may 
radically dllTer with him 
And when 
Christianity st) broaüens a man that he 
will seek to give no otTense to either 
pagan or Christian it then places him 
upt»n the strongest of foundations, that 
of self reliance, spiritual and moral. 


Wiien wi* beciuue conscious tiuit our 
exauif le. or our 'tdogy or our |)ers(»nal 
solution to ilie prt)blems which every­ 
where abound is the only way out, \ve 
nuike ourselves an example in tlie place 
of the Master. 


11 is was an example that saw through 
the artilicial and recognized tiie i ler- 
nal in every iiuman soul. 
It was per* 
sonal righteouMiess that Clirist en­ 
joined upou his Uiscipleft to create. 
Tne chun!h can do no more following 
in the footsteps of Christ.

DELEGATES ALL GO TO OHIOAGO. 


Bearing m Demand for Ten Cents Increase 
in the Price for DlK^inK Coal—Four Hun> 
dred Operators and Dealers in Coal W ill 
Bteet Them at the Windy City and Trjr to 
Agree on a Scale—Cotton Mill Situation 
—Strike Has Begun. 
Columbus, Co, Jano 17.—-The question 
of a defense fund caused a lively debate 
In the convention of the United Mine 
Workers Just before adjournment Sat­ 
urday evening. A resolution was Intro­ 
duced providing that a defense fund be 
created, the fund to remain unmolested 
until $100,000 had 
accumulated. 
This 
condition provoked a storm of discus­ 
sion, the opposition to It coming chielly 
from Illinois, where there are several 
strikes 
now 
In 
progress. 
It 
was 
claimed that such a provision would 
prevent minera now on strike receiving 
aid 
from 
the 
national 
organization 
when they most needed It. 
While the 
opposition was In the minority the fight 
which It put up was so vigorous that 
It prevented the adootlon of the reso­ 
lution, and It was referred back to the 
committee to formulate by-laws to gov­ 
ern the use of the defense fund. This 
plan will be submitted to the delegates 
In Chicago. 
^National Heiidquarters for Indianapolis. 


There was a sharp skirmish over the 
removal of the national headquarters 
of the organization from Columbus, as 
recommended by President Ratchford. 
President Ratchford favored Cleveland, 
but a combination was made which led 
to Indianapolis being chosen as the lo­ 
cation for the headquarters. The final 
vote on the proposition stood 234 in fa­ 
vor of Indianapolis to 188 for Columbus. 
The headquarters ^av e been located In 
Columbus ever since the United Mine 
W orkers was organized in thlB city in 
1890. 
The convention voted to appro­ 
priate $200 to assist a strike of engineers 
and railway employes in England. 
It 
was decided to hold the next convention 
in Pittsburg the second Tuesday In 
January, 1899, 
InstructioiiH to tlio Dnlegnt«*!* to Cliicago. 


The 
delegates 
to 
the 
convention, 
about 200 in number, left today for Chi­ 
cago to attend the joint conference with 
the operators. There was an effort dur­ 
ing tho convention to adopt a policy to 
be followed in the joint convention, but 
it failed. It was proposed to select cer­ 
tain delegates to act as spokosnion in 
the conference, but objection was rai.^-'od 
on the ground that this wa.s akin to gug 
rule, and the proixisititm was promi)tly 
voted down. All the delegates will now 
have the privilege of speaking in the 
joint conference. Tho delegates will gn 
into the conference demanding first, an 
advance of 10 cents per ton in the price 
of mining, and second an 
eight-hour 
work day. The whole question of dif­ 
ferentials is left open, and will probably 
be settled by the operators, as there is 
a greater contest among them over the 
question than among the miners.

Saturday notices of a 10 
per cent, reduction were posted at the 
Atlantic and Pacific . corporations, of 
Lawrence. 
A dispatch from that city 
states that the other cotton mills there 
will undoubtedly follow. The Lawrence 
mills are the last to come into line. They 
employ about 12,000 hands. The reduction 
In most of the New England mills 
amounts either to 10 or 111-9 per cent. 


Four HundrtMi Coul Owners and Dealers 
Are U«|»r4>iicnlc‘d front Four States. 
Chicago, Jan. 17.—More than 400 own­ 
ers of coal mines throughout» the coun­ 
try and representatives of large dealers 
and operators in “black diamonds” met 
in convention in the auditorium room 
of the Young Men’s Christian associa­ 
tion thl3 mornine to consider a new 
wage scale and to taken other m eas­ 
ures tending to prevent a recurrence of 
the stril»es of last summer. The oper­ 
ators are alarmed a t the outlook and 
have come to the conclusion that some­ 
thing m ust be done immediately or the 
same old battles will have to be fought 
over again next summer. The principal 
states represented are Illinois, Indiana. 
Ohio and Pennsylvania. W est Virginia 
did not send delegates, owing to the 
action of the mine owners of that state 
during the last strike. It Is said that 
several W est Virginia operators realized 
large fortunes by refusing to side with 
the mine owners of other states. 


Several of the largest operators of the 
east are now in favor of granting the 
scale for which the men struck last 
year. 
This will be an advance of 2S 
cents over the present scale. Some of 
the western operators, however, are op­ 
posed to granting so large a concessionr 
and It Is possible the convention may 
split on th at point. 
If the raise tn 
wages is agreed upon it will resuk 
In a corresponding raise In prices. The 
prospect for an agreement between em­ 
ployers and men Is dubious. It is said 
the miners' unions are preparing to 
make demands even greater than they 
did last summer, and will not be con­ 
tent with mild concessions. The friend­ 
ly operators will exert every effort to 
adopt some course of action that will 
prove acceptable to all. W hatever ac­ 
tion Is taken will be binding on all 
the corporations represented.

EYE ON REV. L. G. HERBERT. 


Proerress of tho Revival at the First 


Baptist Church and After 


Services. 


Yesterday Rev. Dr. Brooks, the pas­ 
tor of the First Congregational church, 
who is about to retire from tho pas­ 
torate, exchauged pulpits witli liev. L. 
G. H erbert of W atervliet, the father of 
the local option movement in Berrien 
county. 


Mr. H erbert did not preach here as 
a candidate but the Congrej?ationalists 
were so captivated by iiis sermons that 
they are talkin*? of trying to enjiage 
him to succeed Dr. Brooks. 
Besides 
preaching good sermons he spoke a 
good word for Uis W atervliet congre­ 
gation. 
Last year they raised $97 for 
the American board of foreign missions 
and in all the benevolences of his 
church for the year amounted to $300. 
The coming year they were going to 
try and make it $400. 


In the morning Mr. H erbert preached 
from the text, *‘Thy kingdom come.’' 
No one but a Ciiristian can pray tiiat 
prayer, he said, and he painted tlie 
picture of human selfish ness that must 
be obliterated from tlie lives of tliose 
who would in truth pray that ]>rayer. 
The kingdom of heaven is coming up­ 
on the earth and the people of Benton 
H arbor may ' *iten its coming by helj>- 
ing the battle /or local option now 
waging. 
The speaker declared tiiat 
local oi)tion would carry and from Ber­ 
rien county the doctrine would s[>read 
until it covered the entire state. 


in the evening Mr. H erbert preached 
a sermon «to the young. 
In the dis­ 
course he painted these two word pic­ 
tures: 


“ I have said that the empire of Satan 
has been built up from deception as the 
fundamental principle of liis action. 
You are young and life is yet befure 
you. 
The picture is to be painted and 
you are the artists. 
The snow white 
canvass is on the easel, the pallette is 
in your nand. pafhls and brushes are 
near you. 
You iiave the artistic in­ 
stinct and must make your own lives 
w'hat they are to be now and forever. 
W hat shall be the picture when, after 
the last stroke on tlie canva.ss. from 
your nerveless hands fall pallette and 
brush clattering to the lioor and your 
eyes close only to open for the eternal 
vision of this product of your geniusV 
Shall it be that witli the last stroke 
you have linished a picture of fertile 
hills and llowery dales, of verdant for­ 
ests and golden harvest promise, of 
silver threaded streams of water gleam­ 
ing amidst the green and the gold, of 
superabounding life in every stroke, of 
the eastern sky briü'ht and glorious 
with the dawning light of sunblest 
dayy Oh, wliat a master stroke of 
your God-inspired genius! 
May you 
reali/.e all this. 


‘■Or will you mar the canvass vvlth a 
picture of desj)airy Shall the picture 
Ije one of leailess trees, of parched 
ground, of hills of barren clay, ot 
streams of muddy water, of slimy pools, 
and 
(only life 
in 
sight) creepin^^ 
groveling, slimy serpents, while far in 
the west the sun sinks down beliind the 
sullen, black and anirry ch)uds? The 
one picture may well be called Hope, 
tho other is the picture-of Despair. You 
must paint your life picture and may 
make it what you will.

wards the problems of the day and the 
laws of truth. 
The solution of trouble 
was found in the individual and not by 
massing men into parties and then at­ 
tempting to gain a uai’ty or majority 
solution to those problems of life which 
after all affected the individual con­ 
science. 


The weakness of P au l’s advice was 
that he should ask anyone to copy his 
example 
admirable as 
it was. 
He 
amends the weakness of his position 
when he makes Christ the final example 
for Christians to copy. 
The strength 
of P a u l’s position was that he dared to 
be 
all 
things 
to 
all men. 
In 
other words, Paul was a manly man 
who saw the manly and the womanly 
spirit in every human being of what­ 
ever religion or nation. 
This accounts 
for his phenomenal success. His ideal 
was to“ please all men in all things,’’and 
to “give no 
occasion of stumbling, 
either to Jews or to Greeks, or to the 
church of God.” 
In other words Paul 
became a tower of strength through 
minding his own business in a Chris­ 
tian manner. 
H e did not attem pt to 
run 
the 
politics of the 
lands he 
traversed, 
but he 
did 
rouse men 
into 
the 
acceptance 
of 
a 
life 
of righteousness. 
The modern Chris­ 
tian who is broad enough to walk with 
the Catholic, tlie Jew, the orthodox and 
the self confessed sinner is too often 
condemned. 
W e legislate for the con­ 
duct of others when we are sadly in 
need of self improvement. 
W e seek to 
enforce our conscience upon others 
when we break and disobey our own. 
By inscribing our ideals of righteous­ 
ness upon the statute book through 
majorities we make new laws which in 
the nature of things are too soon to be 
set aside and broken. 


t'hristianity enables a man, or should 
without fear or favor, to staad fearless­ 
ly and squarely for his own convictions. 
Christianity siiould also enable a man 
to respect conscience in those who may 
radically dilier with him, 
And when 
Christianity so broadens a man that he 
will seek to give no olTense to either 
pagan or Christian it then j)laces him 
upon the strongest of foundations, that 
of self reliance, spiritual and moral. 


W hen we become conscious that our 
example, or our ‘ology or our ])ersonal 
solution to the problems which every­ 
where abound is the only way out, we 
make ourselves an example in the place 
of the Master. 


His was an example that saw'through 
the artilicial and recognized the i-ter- 
nal in every human soul. 
It was iJer*" 
sonal 
righteousuess that Christ en­ 
joined upon his disciples to create. 
The church can do no more following 
in the footsteps of Christ.

Lane’s physicians refused to discuss the 
subjpct, even to the extent of saying 
whfrther or not the wound would prove 
fatal, but from the best that can be 
learned she *wlll probably recover, al­ 
though now suffering from shock.

friend of the family nominated to give 
out a statement of the,occurrence said 
that about midnight on Saturday Mrs. 
Lane \Vas preparing to retire. Her hus­ 
band at the time was in the adjoining 
room looking over the paper. 
Mrs, 
Lane opened a bureau drawer to get 
a handkorchlef. and picked up a hand­ 
ful of giKve.*^ and laces which had l)een 
tossed together Into the drawer. Under 
this Huffy mass was a tiny lady’s pis­ 
tol, a gift to Mrs. Lane from her fath­ 
er, and a possession of which she was 
particularly fond. 


How til« Sltootiiig Occurrcil. 


It caught In a piece of lace as she 
raised her hand, and falling of its own 
weight struck the hammer on the edg'i 
of the open drawer. 
The pistol ex­ 
ploded and the ball penetrated her left 
breast. What bctame of It Is Impossi­ 
ble to say. According to the statement 
given out It struck a rib and ranged 
around beneath the left shoulder, mak­ 
ing only a superficial wound. 
At the 
same time It is said that Mrs. Lane 
IS suffering so from shock that the 
physicians have devoted all their ener­ 
gies to rallying her, without attempting 
to definitely ascertain the extent of the 
injury. The most precise statement 
that either physician would make last 
night was that Mrs. Lane would proba­ 
bly live till morning.

of the family the block in which the 
hotel la situated has been roped off. ‘

Senator Blackburn la deeply affected 
by the occurrence. 
He does not live 
with his daughter, and when tlie affair 
occurred was summoned from his iH)onj 
on New York avenue. Lucille %vas the 
younger of Senator Blackburn’s two 
daughters. 
She was married In 1SD5 
to Tht»s. F. Lane, a prominent business 
man and politician of Summltt, N. J. 
At the time of the marriage Lane was 
a chief of division in the treasury de­ 
partment. Subsequently he accepted a 
piaci* with the Maxim Arms company, 
of New York, as their agent in Wash­ 
ington. The position Is reputed a good 
one, and the Lanes had apparently al- 
way.s an abundance of money. 
Their 
little girl was one of the favtnites 
abo\it the house with all who knew her, 
and the particular pride of her mother. 
Mr. and Mrs. Lane, acci>rdlng to those 
who saw them every day, were unvary­ 
ingly affectionate and attentive to each 
other and she, while of slight physique, 
was in excellent health.

as the anti-tt>xine of diphtluria.

Inoculation with this serum the resist­ 
ance of thè animal Is raiwd to the 
highest practical point. When Injected 
under tho «kin of swine the serum has 
j been found to posses both a preventive 
and curative action. 


This serum was first tested upon 
small animals In the laboratory, and 
being found efllcaclous was last fall 
tested ill Page county, la., on several 
herds of swine, containing altogether 
27S animals. Leaving out one herd, 
from which deilnlte returns as to cause 
of death could not be obtained, oniy 
thirty-nine died out of 244 animals 
treated, of which eighty-six were sick.
